Further  connections  to  the  Water  Mains  have  been  made  during  the  year,  17  new  service* 
having  been  laid  for  50  additional  houses,  bringing  the  total  houses  connected  to  the  mains  up  to  41(3  iix 
addition  to  other  premises. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Particulars  of  new  drainage  to  the  Sewers  are  given  below  under  the 
heading  of  work  done.  26  further  connections  having  been  made  for  68  houses  and  6 business  premises, 
bringing  the  total  houses  connected  to  the  Sewers  up  to  357  in  addition  to  other  premises.

Two  Clearance  Areas  declared  in  Angel  Street  in  1933  have  been  completed,  all  houses  and  other  property 
demolished  and  the  12  new  Council  Houses  erected  and  occupied.  The  individual 
unfit  houses  under  the  5 years  programme  have  not  yet  been  demolished  but  the  contract  has  been 
settled  for  the  erection  of  the  further  houses  needed. 

VI.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  are  being  administered  in  the  District.  No  additional  registrations  during 
the  year.  Three  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis  on  instructions  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  One  su pplementary  Licence  renewed  for  Pasteurised  Milk.  During  the  last  two  or  three 
years  the  samples  have  shown  a high  degree  of  cleanliness,  the  bacteria  count  in  most  cases  being 
very  low. 

{b)  Meat.  Notifications  are  received  as  to  day  and  time  of  slaughtering  and  inspections  of  slaughter  houses 
and  butchers’  shops  made  as  often  as  possible.
